Taft's son, in subm itting the reetg- 
natlon to President 
Hoover 
today, 
said his father’s health had not Im­ 
proved by his stay at Asheville, and 
explained that he is returning 
here 
where his family believes he w ill be 
more comfortable. 
The retiring chief justice is 72 years 
old, having been born In Cincinnati, 
Ohio, on Sept. 15, 1867. the son of Al- 
phonso Taft, once attorney general 
of Ohio. 
He was educated in the Cincinnati 
public schools and at Yale University, 
receiving a bachelor of arts degree at 
Yale in 1878. 
He graduated from the 
Cincinnati law school In 1880 and was 
adm itted to (he bar the lam e year. 
After three years beginning In 1881 
he served as assistant prosecuting at­ 
torney for Hamilton county, Ohio, and 
later practiced law at Cincinnati. 
He 
BHMunrted the bench as a judge of the 
superior court in Cincinnati In 1887 
and became solicitor general of the 
United States In 1890. 
After an Interval as dean of the la w . 
school In the University of Cincinnati 
Taft again entered public life as presi­ 
dent of the U. S. Philippines com m is­ 
sion and later became the first civil 
governor of the Philippines. 
President Roosevelt selected Taft to 
go to Rome in 1902 to confer with 
Pope Leo XIII concerning purchase 
of agricultural lands of religious ord­ 
ers in the Philippines. He twice de­ 
clined appointm ent by Roosevelt as 
associate Justice of the supreme court 
In 1903. 
L i . ' * 
T aft's next public office was that of 
secretary of w ar in 
the 
R oosevelt 
cabinet. 
He was sent to Cuba by 
Roosevelt in 1906 to adjust insurrec­ 
tion* there. 
He acted aa provisional 
governor for a short time. 
A year 
later he again visited Cuba and also 
Porto Rico and Panama by direction 
of the president to take 
up 
various 
m atters. 
Later he visited Japan and 
the Philippines, returning to this coun­ 
try by way of Russia. 
The republican national convention 
meeting in Chicago in 1908 nom inated 
Taft for president of the United States 
and he was elected that fall, defeat­ 
ing William Jennings Bryan. 
Taft received 321 
electoral 
votes 
against 162 for Bryan. Re-nominated 
by the following 
convention, 
which 
witnessed the fam ous Bull M oats spilt 
and Roosevelt's candidacy 
on 
that 
ticket, Taft was defeated by Woodrow 
Wilson and then for a tim# taught 
law at Yale. 
In the period previous to 1921 when 
he waa appointed chief justice, Taft 
had been active as a Member offKt 
war labor board and numerous other 
organizations.

theater 
crowded 
with 
women 
and 
children. 
Thousands of residents within a ra­ 
dius of two miles were jarred by the 
early morning bombing and streets 
filled with terrorized men, women and 
children, many in their night clothes. 
Despite the fury of the blast, no one 
w'as injured. 
Buildings a half mile away were 
shaken until pictures fell from walls 
and windows were shattered for many 
blocks in all direction from the brick 
building. 
The bomb exploded in a 
grocery operated by Samuel Donia. 
His stock was reduced to a smear of 
vegetables and other goods and plas­ 
tered all over the district. 
A butcher shop and a tailor shop 
were quartered in the other two divi­ 
sions of the building. 
Police ascribed the bombing to ter­ 
rorists who resented Donia’s presence 
in the neighborhood. 
Traffic on nearby street car lines 
and on boulevards was tied up for an 
hour as crowds massed in the streets 
to watch firemen 
clear 
away 
the 
debris. 
The bombing was a spectacular high 
point in the almost unparallel cycle 
of crime of the last few days that has 
ranged from terrorism and murder on 
a grand scale to holdups, robberies 
and slugging that have the long un­ 
paid police department on the run and 
brought demands for drastic 
action 
from citizens.

Cada, 
dude 
gangster, one time race track dare­ 
devil, racketeer and a hale fellow in 
all the haunts of the underworld, was 
the latest victim of gangland venge­ 
ance. 
He literally “took himself 
for 
a 
ride,” since he was shot to death by 
two men who rode with him in his 
own expensive automobile 
down 
a 
street in the expensive Wilson Avenue 
district before dawn yesterday. 
The 
killers, immaculately dressed 
young men, were seen to get out of 
the car, straighten their ties and coat 
collars and saunter away. 
Slumped over the wheel was the dy­ 
ing Beau Brummel, his blood 
spat­ 
tered over his powder 
blue 
double 
breasted overcoat and his pearl gray 
spats. The rest of his garb was in 
keeping, from costly suit 
to 
white 
silk shirt. 
Three diamonds blazed 
from a ring on his finger and an ex­ 
pensive wrist watch circled his wrist. 
In a specially built pocket 
of 
his 
vest was a .38 calibre revolver with a 
one-inch barrel. “Motor Car Joe” had 
not clutched for the revolver because 
he was shot from behind, a p p a r e n tly 
by a man sitting in the 
rear 
seat. 
That bullet entered the back of his 
head. 
Another had been fired into 
the side of his head, apparently by 
the other man sitting beside him. 
Police had no clues to the identity 
of the murderers, no idea as to their 
motive. It was another gangland Af­ 
fair, baffling and brutal. 
Barney J. Mitchell, treasurer of the 
Checker Cab Company; Glenn Jack­ 
son, a driver for the company, and 
Julius Rosenheim, an informer against 
criminals, all have died in much the 
same way in the last four days. 
The 
murders are unsolved. 
The theater bombing came close on 
a series in several parts of the city, 
occurring late yesterday at Hinsdale, 
a suburb. 
Women and children comprised the 
majority of the 300 in 
the 
theater 
when the blast shook the building. 
They stampeded for exits, screaming 
with fear. There was a crush in the 
doorways and many were In peril of 
being trampled to death. 
The Rev. Richard J. Lee, rector of 
the Grace Episcopal church nearby, 
ran to the entrance and shouted reas­ 
surance to prevent panic. Mrs. George 
W. Kruger, wife of the owner, mount­ 
ed the stage and pleaded with the 
audience to keep to their seats. 
Fin­ 
ally the theater was cleared. 
Refusal of Kruger to employ film 
machine operators as urged by their 
union was given aa the motive by Mrs. 
Kruger. 
She said her husband had 
been shot in the leg last week by men 
who previously had threatened him. 
Forty hold-ups had been listed on 
police records in a 10-hour period. An­ 
ton Koch&nowsky, a cobbler, was shot 
by one of two bandits with whom he 
battled on the street. Police shot and 
probably wounded an alleged bandit 
who gave his name as Herbert Radon. 
The police said he and two other men 
were attempting to hold up a filling 
station. 
Other bandits held up a shoe store 
and a drug store.

over the city handed over money and 
valuables to gunmen.

NO FORMAL MEETING OF "BIG 
FIVE” SCHEDULED BEFORE

conference today entered

third week of diplomatic jockeying for 
position, with America, England, Italy 
and Japan seeking a means of meet­ 
ing or compromising with 
French

of tonnage among various types of 
warships. 
No formal meeting of the “Big Five” 
was scheduled before tomorrow, and 
at the next meeting France's 
chief 
delegate, Premier Andre Tardleu, will 
be absent. 
The written observations of the four 
delegations 
who 
were 
invited 
last 
week by France to present their fig­ 
ures on what tonnage they would re­ 
quire in each class of warship, were 
to be In the hands of the conference 
secretariat today, 
It was not expected, however, that 
any definite figures would be given. 
Instead, it was understood, the pow­ 
ers would outline their views on the 
policy of transferring tonnage from 
one class to another. 
America and 
Great Britain were expected to reiter­ 
ate their opposition to permitting an 
unlimited 
shift 
of 
strength 
from 
battleships to lighter vessels or sub­ 
marines. 
According to a spokesman for the 
French delegation, France does not 
expect to see specific figures from the 
other nations until the question of 
methods has been settled definitely. 
From the American standpoint, the 
problem has resolved Itself into an 
attempt to persuade France that un­ 
limited transference of tonnage from 
one type to another permitting a na­ 
tion to transfer a great part of Its al­ 
lotted tonnage from 
battleships 
to 
submarines, for example—is not, 
In 
effect limitation. 
For this reason, the Americans hold 
that battleships and 
possibly 
large 
cruisers 
must 
be 
eliminated 
from 
those classes from which 
a 
nation 
may take away tonnage and give It to 
another type of vessel. 
Instead, the Americans believe, the 
“transfer privilege” should be limited 
to light cruisers, submarines and des­ 
troyers. 
A second principle to 
which 
the 
United .States apparently adheres is 
that the percentage of tonnage that 
may be shifted should be limited to 
not more than 15 per cent of the total. 
If these two principles are agreed 
upon, it is understood the Americans 
are willing to proceed on the basis of 
the French proposal. 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand is 
expected to return from Paris tonight. 
In the meantime, Georges 
Letgues, 
minister of marine, heads the French 
delegation. 
Secretary Stimson will meet Prime 
Minister MacDonald at 5:30 P. M. to­ 
day for another private conference, it 
was announced. 
Extensive discussion of the French 
compromise proposal was believed un­ 
derway among the American delega­ 
tion and it was not expected the dele­ 
gates’ consideration of the 
compro­ 
mise would be completed in time for 
the full committee meeting tomorrow. 
The United States delegates 
have 
not prepared any written counter pro­ 
posals and none have been issued by 
other delegations although it was an­ 
ticipated that verbal counter-propos­ 
als would be made during the discus­ 
sions.

Washington, Feb. 8.—(U.P) — Qhlef 
Justice William Howard Taft resignad 
as chief justice of the United States 
supreme court today and thus brought 
to a close, dramatically, one of the 
most brilliant careers in the country’s 
history. 
Broken in health, the man who rose 
to the pinnacle of political 
prefer­ 
ment as president of the United States 
and then became head of the nation’s 
highest tribunal, submitted his resig­ 
nation to President Hoover through 
his son, Robert Taft. 
Taft is now in Asheville, N. C., where 
he went for a rest when he was forced 
to give up his work on the supreme 
court by overwork and grief over the 
..death of his brother, Charles P. Taft. 
This condition was accentuated by 
a, recurrence of an old bladder 
ail­ 
ment. 
The chief justice, who is 72 years 
old, will leave Asheville today for his 
home. 
President Hoover has 
not acted 
upon the resignation, it was said at 
the White House, and It is presumed 
the retiring chief justice will confer 
with the president soon after he ar­ 
rives here. 
The aged chief justice was stricken 
heavily by the death of his brother, 
with whom he was very close. 
This 
was a contributing 
factor 
to 
the 
breakdown he suffered 
here a few 
weeks ago. Only a few day* later, he 
was forced to give up hie place oh the 
bench upon orders of his physicians. 
He was very closely tied down with 
his demanding duties. 
About three 
weeks ago, he left for Asheville. 
Taft, who was appointed June Sty, 
1921, by President Harding euccasdlng 
Edward Douglas White, a confederate 
war veteran of Louisiana, 
was 
the 
tenth chief justice in the country's 140 
years of history. 
Taft’s son, in submitting the resig­ 
nation to President 
Hoover 
today, 
said his father’s health had not im­ 
proved by his stay at Asheville, and 
explained that he is returning 
here 
where his family believes he will be 
more comfortable. 
The retiring chief justice ie 72 years 
old, having been born in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, on Sept. 15, 1857, the eon of Al- 
phonso Taft, once attorney general 
of Ohio. 
He was educated in the Cincinnati 
public schools and at Yale University, 
receiving a bachelor of arts degree at 
Yale In 1878. He graduated from the 
Cincinnati law school in 1880 and wee 
admitted to the bar the same year. 
After three years beginning in 1881 
he served as assistant prosecuting at­ 
torney for Hamilton county, Ohio, and 
later practiced law at Cincinnati. He 
assumed the bench as a judge of the 
superior court in Cincinnati in 1887 
and became solicitor general of the 
United States in 1890. 
After an interval as dean of the la w . 
school In the University of Cincinnati 
Taft again entered public life as presi­ 
dent of the U. S. Philippines commis­ 
sion and later became the first civil 
governor of the Philippines. 
President Roosevelt selected Taft to 
go to Rome in 1902 to confer with 
Pope Leo XIII concerning purchase 
of agricultural lands of religious ord­ 
ers in the Philippines. He twice de­ 
clined appointment by Roosevelt as 
associate justice of the supreme court 
in 1903. 
Taft’s next public office was that of 
secretary of war In 
the 
Roosevelt 
cabinet. 
He was sent to Cuba by 
Roosevelt in 1906 to adjust insurrec­ 
tions there. He acted as provisional 
governor for a short time. 
A year 
later he again visited Cuba and oleo 
Porto Rico and Panama by direction 
of the president to Uke 
up various 
matters. 
Later he visited Japan and 
the Philippines, returning to this coun­ 
try by way of Russia. 
The republican national convention 
meeting in Chicago in 1908 nominated , 
Taft for president of the United States 
and he was elected that fall, defeat­ 
ing William Jennings Bryan. 
Taft received 321 
electoral 
vote# 
against 162 for Bryan. Re-nominated 
by the following 
convention, 
which 
witnessed the famous Bull Moats split 
and Roosevelt's candidacy 
on 
that 
ticket, Taft was defeated by Woodrow 
Wilson and then for a time taught 
law at Yale. 
In the period previous to 1921 wha® 
he was appointed chief justice, Tuft 
had been active as a member af the 
war labor board and numerous other 
organizations.

Under personal information there are 24 questions to he an­ 
swered. These include relationship to head of the family, includ­ 
ing a statement as to the homemaker in each family; whether the 
home is owned or rented; value of home, if owned, or mop!lily 
rental, if rented; have you a radio s e t; does family live on a farm; 
sex; color or race; age at last birthday; marital condition; age 
ut first marriage (for married persons only) ; attended school or 
college any time since September I, 1929; whether aide to read 
and write; place of birth of person; place of birth of person - 
father; place of birth of person’s mother; mother tongue of each 
foreign-born person; year of immigration to United States (for 
foreign born only); whether naturalized; whether able to speak 
English (for foreign born only) ; occupation of each gainful 
worker; industry in which employed; whether employer, employee 
or working on own account; whether actually at work; whether a 
veteran of the United States military or naval forces, and for 
each veteran, in what war or expedition he served. 
An important question is that of home-owning or value el 
rental. Such a classification is desired by firms using census fig­ 
ures for organizing their selling and advertising campaigns. 
Information on radio sets will give an answer as to the size 
of a potential radio audience. 
Women doing housework in their own homes or supervising 
such work done by servants and carrying the responsibilities of 
the home will be designated as home-makers. 
From information gained figures will la* compiled showing 
actual unemployment in the nation. Provision is made for classi­ 
fying the foreign-born in five different ways.

foreign-born person; year of immigration to United States (tor 
foreign born only) ; whether naturalized; whether able to speak 
English (for foreign born only) ; occupation of each gainful 
worker; industry in which employed; whether employer, employee 
o r working on own account; whether actually at work; whether a 
veteran of the United States military or naval forces, and for 
each veteran, in what war or expedition he served. 
An important question is that of home-owning or value of 
rental. Such a classification is desired by firms using census fig­ 
ures for organizing their selling and advertising campaigns. 
Information on radio sets will give an answer as to the size 
of a potential radio audience. 
Women doing housework in their own homes or supervising 
such work done by servants and carrying the responsibilities of 
the home will be designated as home-makers. 
From information gained figures will be compiled showing 
actual unemployment in the nation.
